I have  the  honour  to  present  to  yon  m}'  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  Denton  for  the  year  1913. 

The  hirtli  rate  shows  a gradual  decline  and  is  lower  than 
in  any  previous  year,  while  the  death  rate  is  slightly  above 
the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  marriage  rate  shows  an  increase  over  that  of  the 
previous  two  years. 

Infant  moi-talit}^  although  slightly  lower  than  in  1911 
and  1912,  re?nains  unsatisfactory,  and  is  considerably  above 
that  for  Knglaiid  and  Wales. 

Although  the  Zymotic  attacks  have  been  more  numerous 
than  in  recent  years,  the  death  rate  may  be  considered  satis- 
factory. 

Owing  to  the  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
making  Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  compulsorily  notifiable  as 
from  the  1st  February,  the  number  of  notifications  has  in- 
creased from  52  in  1912,  to  G1  in  1913. 

Under  the  National  Insurance  Act  16  cases  have  had 
treatment  in  sanatoria. 

The  work  of  re-modelling  and  extending  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  is  progressing  favourably. 
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Unt'oi  tuiiately,  owing  to  many  unforeseen  nntlergronncl 
(lilticulties,  the  \vork  of  laying  the  Thoriiley  Lane  Sewer  lias 
been  much  delayei^l,  and  will  iirobably  talce  for  its  comiiletion 
twelve  months  longer  than  anticijiated. 

House  to  house  inspection  of  dwelling-houses,  under  and 
for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning,  &c.  Act,  lOtlh,  has  so  far  been  slow,  but  hope  to 
proceed  more  rapidly  with  this  work  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

I am  sorry  to  say  nothing  tangible  has  yet  been  done  re 
the  provision  of  Refuse  Destructor  and  Steam  Disinfector, 
both  in  1113'  opinion  vei’}'  necessary'  reijuirements. 

Very  satisfaclor}"  ))i-ogi'ess  has  again  been  made  in  the 
substitution  of  water  closets  and  ashbins  for  jirivy  closets 
and  middens,  etc. 

To  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Survej’or,  and  Manager  of 
the  Sewage  Works  I am  much  indebted  for  assistance 
rendered  in  the  comjiilation  of  1113"  Annual  Report.

A.  Location,  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the 


District. 


The  Denton  Urban  District  lies  in  the  South-Eastern 
corner  of  l.ancasbire  on  the  border  of  Cheshire.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Audenshaw  Url)an  Distinct  and 
the  (forton  District  of  Manchester;  on  the  east  by  the 
Borough  nf  Hyde  ; on  tlie  south  by  the  Bredltury  and 
Romiley  Urban  District  and  the  County  Borough  of  Stoclc- 
port  ; the  Retldish  District  of  the  latter  borough  adjoins  it 
on  the  west. 

The  area  of  the  distinct  is  2,5911  acres. 

The  surface  formation  of  the  district  is  clay,  overlying 
the  cf)al  measures. 

Houses  in  the  district  are  mostly  four  and  six  room 
type,  built  ahmg  four  main  highways,  viz.  : — the  Hyde* 
Manchester,  Stockimrr  and  Ashton  Roads,  which  intersect  at 
right  angles  near  the  middle  of  the  district 
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Tliece  are  4|-  miles  of  Comity  Council  roads  in  ilie 
district,  al)Out  6|  miles  of  other  roads  paved  or  ke})t  metalled 
hy  the  District  Council,  also  about  three  miles  of  other  roads 
not  paved  or  kept  metalled.

The  inhabitants  are  chiell}’  employed  in  the  making  of 
Hats  (Felt  and  Silk)  and  ])roccsses  ineidental  to  hat-making. 
Engineering,  Cotton  Spinning,  and  Coal  IMining.  The  popu- 
lation on  the  whole  is  prosperous.  'I’he  ti-ade  of  the  district 
has  been  fair  throughout  the  yeay  but  not  quite  so  brisk  as 
in  1912.  Idttle  real  povei-ty  exists.  I am  unable  to  state  to 
what  extent  poor-law  i-elief  has  been  afforded. 


Twenty-one  deaths  of  residents  occurred  in  the  Union 
Hospital,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  during  the  year.  d'here  were 
also  twenty  dearhs  in  voluntary-aided  hospitals  outside  the 
district. 

Mercurial  Poisoning’. 

Since  the  attention  of  hat  manufacturers  has  been  drtiwn 
to  the  danger  to  their  employees  arising  from  the  use  of  fur 
prepared  by  Nitrate  of  Alercury,  more  precautions  have  Imen 
taken  to  prevent  mercurial  poisoning,  with  the  result  that 
only  one  case  was  reported  during  the  ye;u-.  Nevertheless, 
so  long  as  fur  prepared  by  the  system  at  present  in  vogue  is 
used,  the  danger  exists.  Fur  prepared  by  a Salt  of  Tin, 
mentioned  in  my  report  for  1912,  and  claimed  to  be  i)erfectly 
free  from  injurious  or  poisonous  effect  upon  the  workman, 
yet,  I am  given  to  understand,  e(pially  good  to  thar  pi-epared 
with  mercury  has  not  been  used.  Old  methods  being  deep- 
ly rooted. 
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B.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  sup[)lied  from  ihe  water  mains  of  [he 
Manchester  Corporal i(ai.  Tlie  supply  is  unlimited  in  amount 
and  of  good  (juality. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

During  the  year  tlm  drainage  of  various  i)i-emises  has 
l)een  taken  out  of  Denton  lirook  and  connected  witli  the 
Conncil’s  sewers. 

The  di-ainage  of  ihe  ])remises,  viz. — ]\rell)ourne  Street 
))roperty  ; Denton  Station  i)remises  and  ^loorside  Farm 
(Holland  Street  j is  at  ))resent  in  hand  ami,  cm  the  completion 
of  this  work,  no  kmown  pollution  will  exist. 

Drainagre  and  Seweragre. 

The  district  is  well  drained.  The  (,’onncil  have  a lopted 
a scheme  for  the  construction  of  automatic  11  ush ing  chandlers 
on  the  main  sewers  of  the  district  for  the  purjtose  of  auto- 
matically flushing  the  sewers  during  dry  weather.  At  pres>ml 
there  are  two  of  these  to  he  installed,  ]»laced  at  the  highest 
points  of  the  sewers,  and  constructed  to  hold  4(H)  and  .‘iOO 
gallons  of  water  respectively,  and  to  flush  three  or  four  times 
daily.  Two  other  chandlers  will  he  installed  during  the 
]i resent  year. 

'I'he  installation  of  these  chandlers  will  gradually  do 
away  with  the  necessity  of  Hushing  with  the  watering  c:irt. 

Method  of  Disposal  of  Sewagre. 

'f'he  sewage  of  tln^  district  is  irc'ated  at  the  outfall  works 
before  luditg  passi'd  into  the  river  Tame.  The  pnrilication 
process  at  present  in  vi'gue  comprises  chemical  pri'cipitation 
in  tanks  followed  hy  treatment  iti  single  contact-heds  and  hy 
land  filtration.  The  resultant  sludge  is  air  dried  and  used 
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1),V  fanners  as  inannre.  Tbe  final  efiluent  ])ro(liice(l  is  goner- 
ally  unsatisfaetory,  the  works  being  iinuUajiiate  for  the  vol- 
ume and  strength  of  the  sewage  of  tlie  town. 


Alterations  and  extensions  "to  the  woidcs  (coin ])rising  re- 
modelling of  the  })recipitation  tanks,  i)rovision  of  speciid 
storm  water  tank's,  conversion  of  contact  beds  into  percola- 
ting tilters,  iirovision  of  new  area  of  percolating  filters, 
arrangements  for  mechanical  ])ressing  of  slmlge)  are  in  actual 
))rogress,  with  the  object  of  jiroducing  an  efiluent  complying 
with  the  standard  of  the  Rivers’  Pollution  Authorities.  d'he 
arrangements  for  mechanical  pressing  of  sludge  are  almost 
completed,  and  this  will  mitigate  the  evil  of  exposing 
htrge  quantities  of  sludge  in  ojien  lagoons. 

Localities  where  Improvements  are  Required. 

The  construction  of  a new  gr  ivitating  sewer  in  Thornley 
Lane  is  still  in  {)rogivss,  with  a view  to  draining  the  premises 
in  that  jiai’t  of  the  district,  OA'ing  to  man}’"  undei  ground 
(iifiiculties  the  work  has  been  greatly  retarded,  and  will 
probably  extend  over  another  twelve  months. 

The  electrically-driven  pumping  apparatus  has  been 
working  satisfactoiily  for  the  })ast  twelve  months.  This 
plant  will  be  superseded  by  the  Thoi  nley  Lane  sew(U‘  when 
completed.

The  above  figures  sliow  that  there  lias  been  instituted 
227  fresh  water  closets,  in  lieu  of  222  Jtrivy,  ))ail,  and  waste 
water  closets,  whilst  IF.l  ])rivy  middens  :ind  dry  ash])its  have 
been  replaced  by  212  dustbins. 

The  figures  show  an  increase  over  those  converted  in 
1912.  and  with  the  exception  of  1911,  are  the  greatest  nuniher 
of  conversions  in  any  single  year  on  record. 

The  Pui)lic  Health  Dejiartment  is  indehted  to  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  his  untiring  elforts  to  exterminate 
the  insanitarj"  ])rivy  closet  and  midden.  At  the  same  rate  of 
progress  the  district  should  be  absolut'dy  clear  of  these  in 
less  than  3 years.

Scaveng’ing’. 

The  privy  middens  are  emptied  periodii'ally,  ashliins  are 
emptied  weekly,  })ail  closets  are  systematically  emptied  at 
regular  intervals,  once  or  twice  weekl}",  as  necessity  demands. 
'J’lie  whole  is  removed  in  special!}'’  constructed  carts,  and 
de})osited  on  low-lying  ground  at  the  following  tips,  viz.: — 
Denton  Wood  and  Vaudrey.  The  deposits  are  well  soiled 
over. 

House  Refuse. 

This  is  i-enioved  by  the  public  scavenger  weekl}*,  and 
carted  to  the  night-soil  tips  enumerated  before,  and  dealt 
with  in  a similar  manner. 


This  system  of  disjiosal  of  the  refuse  of  the  district  is 
bad,  and  a serious  menace  to  the  health  of  those  to  follow  us. 
In  my  ojdnion,  if  these  tijis  are  not  actually  built  over  in  a 
few  years  to  come,  they  will  in  all  probability  be  in  dangerous 
pioximity  to  d\velling-houses. 

The  sooner  a Destructor  is  installed  to  thoroughly  dispose 
of  all  organic  matter  the  better.

Smoke  Nuisance. 

Five  siiiolce  observations  liave  l)een  made  ot"  one  lioui’ 
duration. 

Four  of  tiiese  were  in  relation  to  the  chiiniie}"  of  a Hat 
Factory,  ami  which  showed  an  average  of  18  miiiutos  black 
smoke  dm-ing  the  hour. 

A report  ou  these  cases  was  laid  before  the  Health  (lom- 
mitree,  ami  it,  was  resolved  that  the  Clerk  write  to  the  (inn, 
calling  their  atteidion  to  the  imisatice  caused  by  the  emission 
of  dense  l)lack  smoke.  Since  this  request  was  made,  tlie  linn 
have,  to  some  extent,  minimised  the  nuisance  l)y  having 
alterations  made  to  the  boiler  and  flue. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Under  this  heading  there  are  two  tripe  boilers.  Their 
])laces  of  business  ai’c  clean  and  well  kept. 
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Schools. 

'There  are  in  the  district  two  Provided  ScT.ools,  viz.,  the 
K’lissell  Scott  Council  Scliool  and  tlie  Central  Council  School. 

Five  Non-Frovided  Schools,  viz.: — Christ  Cliurch  C.F. 
School,  Denton  and  lhiUf,diton  National  School,  St.  Mary’s 
h’onian  Catholic  School,  St.  IMary’s  C.E.  Schov>l,  and  St. 

II lie’s  C.F.  School. 

Two  Frovided  Schools  were  closed  in  June,  viz.,  the 
Hyde  Hoad  C.'ouiicil  School  and  the  Manchester  Hoad  C’ouncil 
School.  In  both  schools  the  classrooms  were  small  or 
iiisutliciently  lighted,  ami  were  out  of  date  for  present  day 
riMpiircmeids. 

'i’he  new  Council  School  (mentioned  in  my  reports  for 
F.n  1 and  F.I12)  was  ojiened  on  duly  1st  of  this  year.  Situated 
almost  in  the  centre  of  the  distric-t,  on  land  adjoinin>j^  the 
Fuhlic  Farlc  and  Hecreation  Cround.^.  Built  with  accommo- 
dation for  508  mixed  scholar's  and  270  infant  scholars.

Actiiiy  under 
Article  doB  of  tlie  Code,  and  witli  tlie  ai)proval  (d‘  tlie  Seluxd 
Medieal  Superintendent  (Dr.  Dutterwort li),  the  Infant  1 )e- 
paidment  of  tlie  fol lowing  schools  were  closed  from  Decejiilu'r 
17th,  Idl'd,  till  danuary  (iili,  J'dl.'k  :ind  iayain  for  a further 
period  from  daiiiiary  7ih,  I'Jld,  till  .January  disl,  Jdl-I,  all 
dates  inclusive,  viz-.  : — Hyde  Hoad  Council  School,  Hussell 
Scott  Memorial  Scdiool,  St.  Mary’s,  H.C., Denton  and  llaiighton 
National  School,  Christ  Church,  C.E.,  Sr.  .\nne’s,  (kE..  and 
iManchester  Hoad  Council  School. 

Since  January,  with  the  exce])tion  of  a few  isolated  cases, 
the  district  has  bden  alcnost  free  from  the  disease. 

Mumps  were  prevalent  throughout  the  second  ijuarter. 
but  in  view  of  the  compttralive  absence  of  danger  to  life, 
the  ])atients  onh'  were  excluded  from  stdiool. 

tJhicken  Pox  was  more  oi‘  less  jirevaleiit  during  the 
second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year. 

d’eachers  have  been  instructed  to  exclude  from  scdiool 
every  child  showing  the  slightest  suspicious  sign  of  one  or 
other  of  the  in  feet  ions. diseases  until  seen  by  a doctor.

Kegulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Orders  are  in  force  inth  e district.  Frequent  inspections  of 
the  premises  have  been  made,  and  the  comiitions  found  were 
fairly  satisfactory. 

No  case  of  a cow  suffering  from  Tnbtu'culous  Udder  has 
been  discoveretl  during  the  year. 

All  the  farms  receive  their  watei-  supply  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation  .Mains. 

The  milk  supply  to  the  district  has  not  at  all  times  been 
up  to  the  standard. 

During  the  year,  by  request  of  the  Health  Committee, 
I prepai-ed  two  panq)hlets  : one,  ‘‘  Points  for  Housewives  and 
others  concerned  in  the  Purchase,  Heception,  or  Storage  of 
the  Domestic  iMilk  Supply  the  other,  “ Points  for  Farmers, 
Dairymen  and  Retailers,  and  others  concerned  in  the  pro- 
duction and  retailing  of  milk  for  human  consumption.” 

These  the  Council  had  printad  and  distributed  to  house- 
holderg  and  to  fiirmers,  dairymen,  I've.,  respeiui vely. 
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(h)  Other  Foods. 

The  food  so])ply  generally  has  been  of  a wholesome 
charaeter,  no  case  of  illness  lias  been  attributed  to  jiartaking 
of  contaminated  food. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  jiremises  where  foods  are  pre- 
pared, stored  or  exposed  for  sale  are  on  the  whole  satis- 
factory. 

There  are  72  balcehouses  within  the  disti-ict,  and  with 
the  exrejition  of  one,  the  baking  is  cai-ried  on  in  conjunction 
some  other  business,  d'he  conditions  found  in  all  were  satis- 
factory. 


Meat  Inspection. 

A systematic  inspection  of  meat  is  cari-ied  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectoi-,  who  holds  a special  certificate  in  meat 
insiiection.  No  diseased  or  tuberculous  meat  was  detected. 


Slaugrhter  Houses. 

Thei-e  are  eleven  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  five  of 
which  are  registered  and  six  licensed.  Fre(]uent  visits  ai'e 
paid.  The  conditions  found  wei-e  satisfactory. 


Sale  of  Foods  and  Drug’s  Acts. 

The  Council,  by  resolution,  authorized  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  to  procure  and  submit  samples  of  milk  for 
analysis. 

During  the  year  eleven  samples  of  milk  were  purchased 
from  purveyors  of  milk  on  their  round  of  delivery  and  sub- 
mitted to  Professor  1 )ele))ine  for  examination  : on  the  IGth 
July  six  samples,  and  on  the  31st  Jidy  live  samjiles.  The 
result  of  the  analysis  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  table  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  first  series  of  samples  were  all 
deficient  in  fat,  assuniiug  that  normal  new  milk  contains  at 
least  3 per  cent  of  fat. 

The  second  series  of  samples  were  not  taken  from  the 
same  vendors  as  the  first,  nevertheless  I think  it  proves  that 
the  sampling  of  milk  has  had  a good  moial  effect. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken,  but  the  defaulting 
vendors  wei-e  cautioned.

ceilings,  defective  roofs,  windows  fast  and  nnahle  to  ojiem 
floors  and  wooilwork  in  a bad  state  of  re})air.  &c. 

In  36  houses  thorough  renovotion  has  been  carried  out. 

In  one  case,  a house  and  sho})  combined,  let  at  6 - j)er 
week,  situatetl  on  one  of  the  main  roads  almost  in  the  centre 
of  the  district,  on  inspection  was  found  in  a very  dilapidated 
Condition  ; in  front  of  the  })remises  there  was  a dangerous 
cavitjy  owing  to  the  ground  floor  of  the  house  being 

several  inches  below  the  level  of  the  footpath.  Notice  was 
served  si)ecifying  the  work  recpiired  to  be  done  lo  put  the 
premises  in  a habitable  condition.  The  owners  had  the 
]n-emises  (hunolished  without  a closing  order  being  served* 
New  i)remises  have  since  been  n-ccted  on  the  site,  these  have 
been  l)rought  up  to  the  level  of  the  foot})ath,  and  thereby 
:i  public  improvement  has  lieen  effected. 

No  further  actimi  has  been  t.dcen  with  respect  to  the 
eleven  houses  closed  in  Id  12.

At  present  tliere  is  a shortage  in  cotlage  })ro[)erty  in  the 
North  and  East  Waiais.  Two  eases  ot  serious  overcrowding 
liave  been  discovered,  and  these  cases  have  been  dealt  with, 

llonses  in  the  district  are,  for  the  most  part,  in  a good 
sanitary  candition,  with  suinciency  of  air  space  and  cleanliness 
of  surroundings.

At  the  factories  occui)ied  by  Messrs.  Pritt,  Edgeley  A 
Ferguson  ainl  Mr.  Joseph  Pyrah  alterations  to  the  sanitar}' 
conveniences  have  been  cari'ied  out  ; in  the  former  case, 
three  ))ail  closets  liave  l)een  abolished  and  three  freshwater 
closets  substituted  ; and  in  tlie  latter  case,  two  privy  closets 
and  midden  abolished,  and  a freshwater  closet  and  urinal 
substituted. 

There  are  72  Bakehouses  within  the  distinct,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one,  the  baking  is  carried  on  in  conjunciion 
with  some  otlier  business.

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Ffoin  tliis  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greatest  death- 
rate  after  the  first  week  is  between  the  end  of  the  first 
month  and  the  end  of  the  sixth  month. 

I rej^ret  to  have  to  report  a continued  high  deatli-rate  of 
iiif.ints. 

Tin',  reason  I attribute  to  the  great  amount  of  female 
labour  in  this  district,  the  mother  often  continues  to  work 
up  to  a few  weeks  of  confinement,  and  often  returns  to  work 
at  an  early  p-riod  afterwards.  The  baby  is  taken  out  of  a 
warm  berl  at  an  unreasonably  early  hour  ami  carried  in  the 
cohl  morning  air  to  its  day  nurse  (usually  a woman  with 
extensive  ex[)erienee,  one  who  can  boast  of  having  had  a 
large  family  of  her  own  and  who  has  ttrobably  reared  two  or 
thi  •ee  out  of  a family  of  nine  or  ten)  to  be  artificially  fed, 
frequently  on  the  most  unsuitable  food,  and  kept  quiet  with 
dummy  teats  tind  soothing  syrup  so  as  to  enable  her  to  get 
along  with  her  other  household  duties. 

The  gradiuilly  declining  birth-rate  is  certainly  a matter 
for  serious  consideration,  but,  in  my  ot)inion,  no  more  than 
the  infant  death-rate. 

The  conserving  of  infant  life  is  one  w'hich  deserves  very 
serious  consideration,  and  cost  should  not  stand  in  the  way 
where  infant  life  is  at  stake. 

I am  more  and  more  convinced  that  the  adoption  of  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act  and  the  ap[)ointment  of  a Lady 
Health  Visitor,  to  advise  young  mothers  on  the  feeding  and 
care  of  their  babies,  also  to  keep  a watchful  eye  over  babies 
who  are  sent  out  during  the  day  to  be  nursed,  would  do 
much  to  reduce  the  enormous  yearly  waste  of  child  life.

Printed  Leaflets,  setting  out  the  danger  of  the  disease, 
risk  of  infection,  and  the  means  to  be  adopted  to  pi-event  its 
s[)iead,  were  distributed  to  liouseholders  ; also  notices  to 
school  teachers  to  e.xclude  from  schoolchildren  from  infected 
houses.  A co[)3'  of  instructions  is  also  left  with  those  in 
(diarge  of  each  case  notified. 

In  the  case  of  two  children  discovc'red  attending  sch(n)l 
dui’ing  the  des(iuamat ion  ])eriod  the  parents  were  summoned 
before  the  Health  Committee,  and,  on  pleading  ignorance  of 
the  nature  of  their  children’s  illness,  they  were  cautioned 
and  no  further  proceedings  taken.

Tliey  are  frequentl.y 
visited  by  the  Lady  Inspector  of  ]\Iid  wives,  and  on  the  wlioh-*, 
they  perforin  their  work  etiiciently. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  Poliomyelitis. 

On  the  25th  day  of  January,  1012,  the  Council  resolved 
and  ordered  that  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act, 
1889,  shall  apply  in  the  district  to  Acute  Polioin3"elitis  and 
Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.  On  the  sevnith  day  of  Februarjq  1012, 
the  L.G.B.  granted  its  approval,  and  the  Order  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  April,  1012.  On  the  15th  August,  1012, 
bv  General  Oialer  of  the  L.G  B.  these  two  diseases  werj  made 
compulsorily  notifiable  in  all  districts.  One  case  of  Acute 
Poliom^'elitis  was  notified  on  the  21th  March,  1013,  a girl, 
aged  two  years  and  three  months.  Onset,  0th  March, 
temperature  100-6  deg.,  pains  in  the  head  and  slight  delirium. 
Temperature  continued  up  for  four  days,  when  it  fell  to 
normal  and  did  not  again  rise  above  normal.  On  the  fourth 
day  complained  of  pains  in  the  left  shoulder  and  showed 
signs  of  paralysis  in  the  muscles  of  the  left  arm.  There  was 
no  catarrh.  Case  improving,  but  still  some  paralysis  of  the 
arm  (9.3.14). 

Tuberculosis. 

On  the  1st  Januarjg  1012,  cases  of  Bidmonarj"  Tubercu- 
losis in  all  classes  of  laractice  became  notifiable,  and  b}"  order 
of  the  L.G.B.  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  was  made  compulsorily 
notifiable  (from  February  1st,  1013). 

During  the  year  38  notifications  were  received  in  respect 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

In  the  month  of  January  5 cases  were  notified,  one 
under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis  in  Hospitals)  Regula- 
tions, 1011,  and  4 under  the  Pulfiic  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Lcgulations,  1011  (total  3 males  2 fmnales).

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Rooms  are  disinfected  where  thonglit  desirable,  and  in 
every  case,  on  the  death  or  removal  of  a patient,  the  house  is 
thoroughly  disinfected  before  a fresii  tenant  is  allowed  to 
occup3^  it.  Disinfectants  are  supplied  free,  also  Izal  Handker- 
chiefs. 

Printed  instructions  to  persons  suffering  from  Con- 
sumption are  left  with  each  patient,  and  handbills  dealing 
with  the  danger  of  infection  have  been  distributed  through- 
out the  district,  and  to  factories  and  workshops. 


National  Insurance  Act  (Sanatoria  Benefits). 

During  the  year  16  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have 
had  treatment  at  Sanatoria.  The  average  period  of  treatment 
extended  was  11  weeks. 

The  majority  of  these  cases  on  discharge  showed  distinct 
benefit  from  the  treatment.  The  Tuberculosis  officer  has  in 
all  cases  kept  in  touch  with  the  cases  after  discharge,  b}’ 
periodical  visits  to  the  patient’s  home,  and  either  met  in  con- 
sultation, or,  where  that  has  not  been  convenient,  reported  to 
the  patient’s  medical  attendant  the  progress  of  the  case.  This 
course  has  been  much  appreciated. 

The  Council  have  made  no  arrangements  for  the  treat- 
ment of  non-insured  cases,  but  a number  of  cases  have  taken 
advantage  of  tlie  benefits  of  the  ^Manchester  Consumption 
Hospital.  One  case  had  treatment  at  Delamere  Forest, 
Cheshire  (Crossley  Sanatorium),  and  one  at  the  Bowdon 
Sanatorium,  Cheshire. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  accounts  for  21  deaths  or  a 
death-rate  corresponding  to  1'22  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

Tuberculosis  (Non-Pulmonary)  accounts  for  four  deaths, 
a death-rate  of  0‘23  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.
